I have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary for the year ending December 31, 1970. The 
report of the three Boards and nine Branches of the Department cover the 
period of the calendar year 1970, while the revenue of the Department is 
shown for the fiscal year 1969-70. 


The report for the year 1969 included a table setting out the 
increases in the revenues of the Department during the ten year period 
ending March 31, 1969. The trends noted continued during the fiscal year 
1969-70. The total revenue of the Department increased by over $10,800,000 
€6 $86,356,75/.56, an increase.o: over 147,; Over 90% of this revenue 
derived from the fuel oil tax which increased by approximately 15% ,from 
SOSs5L2.066.01 to $78,731, 3352012. The pari-mutuel tax increased by 
approximately 9%, the fire prevention tax by approximately 4%% and the 
insurance corporation tax increased by approximately 9.7%. 


In 1970, a further increase was noted in the number of films 
rejected by the Board of Censors under The Amusements Act. The number 
rejected in 1969 was 11, while the number rejected in 1970 was 22, Of 
those rejected in 19/70, 10 were appealed and 1 was passed by the Appeal 
Board subject to cuts. 


For many years there has been a steady increase in the number of 
incorporations of Alberta companies. Since 1963, the figure has increased 
from just under 2,500 per year to 3,838 in 1969. In 1970, however, the 
number of incorporations decreased to 3,172. It is interesting to note 
that the registration of extra-provincial companies doing business in the 
Province, whichhad shown the same steady increase over the years, continued 
to increase in 19/0. In 1963, 278 such companies were registered, in 
1969, 544, and in 1970 the number was 727. At December 31, 1970, there 
were 34,019 active Alberta companies on the register, as compared with 
32,979 at the end of the previous year. The total number of active corpor- 
ate bodies of all types including Alberta companies, extra-provincial 
companies, co-operative associations, credit unions, cemetery companies, 
religious societies and societies was 45,520. 


Last year's report indicated that while the population of Alberta 
had increased by over 25% during the period from 1959 to 1969, deaths and 
injuries from fire had decreased. Unfortunately, the experience in 1970 
was not as good as the average for the ten year period and the number of 
deaths increased from 24 in 1969 to 52 in 1970 and injuries from 70 to 9/. 


There has been a steady increase in the amount of business 
handled in the general administration office. The number of documents 
sealed with the Seal of the Province increased by 20%, there were 4% more 
certificates of change of name issued and15% more certificates of authen- 
Eiestion Gm 19/0. than in 19697, 


Last year it was reported that the number of insurers doing 
business in the Province had decreased from 345 in 1963 to 313 in 1969. 
In 1970, there were 326 companies licensed. Premiums paid by Albertans 
inereased by /.454 from, 9214,518,674.00 in 1909 to” 3230,491 610-00. 
There were 428 more licensed insurance agents at February 15, 1970, the 
end of licence period, than there had been one year earlier. In the same 
period, the number of licensed insurance adjusters increased by 38. The 
number of real estate agents increased from 753 to 777 and salesmen 
decreased from 2,595 to 2,439. 


The Provincial Museum and Archives of Alberta continues to be a 
popular place for visitors. The number in 1970 was 305,454, an increase 
of over 11% from the previous year. The visitors from the date of open- 
ing in December, 1967, total 886,897. During 1970, 30,450 schoolchildren 
in 600 organized groups attended Extension Division programs related to 
their school courses. It is clear that the institution is proving its 
value in the educational world in Alberta. 


Separate reports of the Superintendent of Insurance, the Fire 
Commissioner and the Public Documents Committee are published each year,

AMUSEMENTS BRANCH 


The Amusements Branch is responsible for the censorship of motion 
pictures, the inspection and licensing of places of amusement to ensure compli- 
ance with the regulations governing public safety and the collection of the 
pari-mutuel tax at horse race meetings. 

CENSORSHIP 

The Board of Censors must approve and classify every motion picture 
film before it is exhibited to the public in the Province, with the exception 
of nonefiction educational films owned or rented by schools, universities or 
departments of government. 

During 1970, the Board of Censors reviewed 1,348 first print films 
(7,597 reels) including features, shorts and trailers in both wide and narrow 
gauge. 6,521 feet of film were eliminated from 57 wide gauge films and 
256 feet from 13 narrow gauge films. 22 films were rejected by the Board, 
3 of them to enable the distributor to appeal the Board's decision on audience 
classification. 

10 appeals were made pursuant to subsection (4) of section 18 of the 
Regulations under The Amusements Act. The decision of the Censor Board that 
the films should be rejected was confirmed in 8 cases and 1 appeal had not been 
heard at the end of the year. The remaining appeal concerned a film the Board 
of Censors had rejected to allow an appeal against audience classification; 
the Appeal Board allowed the film to be shown with eliminations in a more re- 


stricted category than had been decided upon by the Board of Censors.

During the year Certificates of Compliance were issued for 36 new 
buildings, 10 of which were theatres. 6 were 35mm theatres with automated 
projection controls. 4 were lomm theatres. 


FIRE LOSSES REPORTED 


The only fire loss reported to this office in 1970 was the Gladwin 
Community Hall in a rural locality near Jarvie. . The Morinville Arena was 
struck by lightning but the damage was not extensive. This is the lowest fire 
loss in the number of buildings and dollar value reported in any year since 
ivrenle Both buildings were vacant and there was no danger to human life in 
either instance. Alberta was able to maintain an unbroken record of "no death 
by accident in a place of amusement" since the inception of this inspection 
service. 


PROJECTIONISTS = EXAMINATIONS AND LICENCES 


64 candidates (an increase of 8 over 1969) sat for examination as to 
their proficiency as projectionists in 1970. Of these, 32 out of 37 qualified 
for Third Class certificates, 9 out of 18 qualified for Second class certifi- 
cates and 5 out of SO qualified for First Class certificates. 


52 Apprentice certificates, 34 Narrow Gauge certificates and 4 hold- 


over projectionist certificates from 1969 make a total of 136 certificates of 
all kinds issued in 1970.

This should be a matter of great concern to everyone, 


achievement enjoyed by many citizens in the western world are providing unpre- 
opportunities for widespread participation in cultural activities. 
However, the same technological and economic developments that are creating the 
favourable climate for cultural activities also pose a threat to their vitality;

(b) Leadership Training = To raise the standards of perfor- 
mance and appreciation of school and community leaders, 
by means of workshops held regionally and provincially. 
(c) Consultative Service - To advise Municipal Councils, 
School Boards, Local and Provincial organizations and 
individuals on matters relating to the development of 
the Arts. 
(d) Financial Assistance - To encourage the development of 
public libraries and amateur and professional arts 
organizations; to assist worthy students of the Arts 
to continue their training.

ARTS AND CRAFTS DIVISION 


The Division has three types of program designed to expose Albertans 
to the various types of arts and crafts: 


(a) Environment '/0 


The Branch's main exhibition was held in 1970 in the 
Edmonton Art Gallery. The show was unusual because it con- 
sisted of 43 individual one-man shows and because the attempt 
was made to communicate the personality of each artist by the 
use of specially prepared written materials and photographs 
of the artist in his own workshop, which were displayed side 
by side with the artist's work. The exhibition lasted for 
26 days in April and May of 1970, as compared with the usual 
8 days and attracted an estimated 17,000 visitors. 


(b) Travelling Exhibitions 


39 exhibitions of over 1,000 works were circulated to 
audiences totalling over 86,000 at 222 locations. 


(c) Travelling Slide Exhibitions 


The library of slides maintained by the Branch con- 
tains 4,500 slides, most of which depict Alberta arts and 
eratts. Selections were shown to 530 groups consisting of 
over 21,000 people. 


Each of the above programs was supplemented by lectures and demon- 
strations given by members of the staff. It is becoming difficult to keep up 
to the requests received from communities for slide exhibitions. As with the 
travelling exhibition program, the major consumer is the school. 


Introductory demonstration programs were conducted in Blairmore, 
Fort McMurray, and Eckville, and there was a total attendance of 2,090. The 
1969 experiment of holding a week-end outdoor workshop was repeated and approx- 
imately 300 people attended at Dunvegan. 


5 communities made use of the interest-free loan programs to purchase 
equipment worth $2,717.58. 


ll training courses in the basics of arts and crafts and lasting 
2% to 10 days each, were attended by 117 individuals representing 34 commun- 
ities, There were 2 advanced courses given for 27 individuals from 4 commun- 
TELS. 


A travelling workshop was offered for atwo months period in southern 
Alberta with the co-operation of the Department of Youth and local communities 
in the area, The workshop visited communities during the holiday period and 
between 50 and 200 children attended each day and became involved in a variety 
of elementary arts and crafts programs,

DRAMA DIVISION 


Training 


During 1970, 1,162 students representing 115 communities in the 
Province attended 47 regional workshops for instruction from a staff of 50 
in acting, speech, directing, stagecraft, musical theatre, make-up and 
creative drama, 160 people, over 75% of them teenagers, representing 46 
communities, attended the 11th Annual Provincial Drama School at Drumheller. 
The school operates for 4 weeks each year, the first 2 weeks being devoted 
entirely to courses for young people. 


Consultation 


Advice and assistance was provided to over 60 communities. 


Festivals and Competitions 


Both the High School and Adult Drama Festivals acquired stronger 
and wider representation this year and are now in a position to develop their 
own programs with only minimal advice from the Drama Division. There were 
96 high schools entered in the various high school festivals across the 
Province, which is a 30% increase over the previous year, and 13 Alberta 
communities presented plays at the Adult One-Act Festival, which was a 40% 
increase over the previous year. 


There were 28 entries in the High School Playwriting Competition 
and 25 entries in the Adult Playwriting Competition and with a continuing 
indication of growth technique and improved standard each year. This year 
the prize-winning three-act play by Edwin Turner has been honoured with both 
an Alberta performance and a performance in Toronto. 


New brochures on Stagecraft and Creative Drama were prepared and 
distributed and much use was made of the greatly enlarged Drama Division 
library, now the largest extension library in drama in the Province. 


Conferences and Conventions 


In late August the Drama Supervisor attended the American Educa= 
tional and Community Theatre Association Conference in Washington, D.C. where 
he presented a paper on theatre in Canada and government support for the arts 
in Alberta. 


During 1970, the two Assistant Drama Supervisors served for nine 
weeks on the High School Evaluation teams of the Department of Education, and 
one member of the Division was appointed to the Curriculum Committee of the 
Department of Education. 
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LIBRARIES DIVISION 


The aim of the Division is to stimulate and encourage the development 
of public libraries in the Province to the point where the full range of library 
services is accessible to all, even those living in remote areas. There were 
new municipal libraries established at Grande Cache, Swan Hills and Valleyview. 
At the end of the year preparations were completed for the establishment of a 
new regional library to be known as the Yellowhead Regional Library which will 
serve a population of over 65,700 living in an area of 11,000 square miles to 
the west of Edmonton.

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MUSIC DIVISION 


This Division occupies itself with the encouragement and development 
of instrumental, choral and educational music programs within the Province. 


(a) Instrumental Music 


The objective of this program is to encourage citizens of the Province 
of all ages to accept music as part of their normal cultural life. Many who 
take advantage of the program achieve considerable expertise as performers and 
some become professional musicians, but the emphasis is rather on a general 
enrichment program than upon the development of performers. 


The Summer Workshop at Camrose offered courses in junior, intermed- 
late, and senior concert band, junior string and senior symphony orchestras, 
girls' and mixed choruses, band directors and, in co-operation with the Univer- 
sity of Calgary, a credit course for elementary music teachers. 333: indivyid= 
uals attended one or other of the courses. The senior concert band and the 
mixed chorus, consisting of 92 students, performed concerts after the workshop, 
in Edmonton, Edson, Lacombe, Calgary and Bow Island and the symphony orchestra 
and girls' chorus, 8/7 performers, appeared at Calgary, Bellevue, Lethbridge, 
Innisfail and Edmonton. The Division held 18 workshops, 7 for choral elemen- 
tary and church choir, 2 in musical theatre, 4 for piano students and 3 exper- 
imental workshops in choral development and play school. There was a special 
instrumental workshop given by the New York Brass Quintet, and 1 workshop with 
local sponsorship in instrumental music. 1,703 people took advantage of the 
courses offered. The total attendance at workshops during the year was 2,071. 


(b) Consultative Services 


The staff of the Division spends a considerable portion of its time 
providing advice and encouragement to teachers, performers and organizations 
involved in music, on such matters as the purchase of music and instruments, 
the engaging of instructors, and similar matters. The Division distributes 
instructive booklets on the formation and development of a band, the repair and 
maintenance of instruments and on percussion. 


(ce) Shibrary 


The Division maintains an extensive library on music which is avail- 


able on a reference loan basis. The items in the library are available to 
bands, orchestras and instructors on a short-term basis so that borrowers can 
investigate new music with a view to eventual purchase. Catalogues are avail- 


able in the main categories. 
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PERFORMING ARTS 


The object of the program is to give the smaller communities, that 
would not normally have the opportunity, the benefit of seeing and hearing 
live performances. The tours also give artists in the Province an opportun- 
ity to perform. The local community provides the theatre or hall and local 
publicity and ticket selling, while the Branch assists in the arranging of the 
itinerary, provides printed posters and programs and substantial financial 
assistance. 


The Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra appeared in Innisfail, Red Deer, 
Medicine Hat, Lethbridge and Banff, while the Edmonton Symphony performed at 
Hinton, Jasper, Lloydminster, Drayton Valley and Stony Plain. In each place 
a concert was given during school hours to school children as well as the 
evening performance for adults. 


The Alberta Ballet Company gave performances in Vermilion, Bonnyville, 
St. Paul, Ponoka, Pincher Creek, Banff, Calgary, Red Deer, Grande Prairie, 
Peace River, High Prairie and Valleyview. 


The Branch sponsored a tour of the southern part of the Province by 
Constance Channon Douglass, an Alberta pianist who was first prominent in 
Calgary but who has been living for some yearsin Rome. Miss Douglass appeared 
Tieat “Ceneres'. Katharina Wolpe, a well-known European pianist appeared in 
7 communities in the northern part of the Province. The Citadel-on-Wheels, 
the travelling company of the Citadel Theatre in Edmonton, gave performances 
in 57 schools throughout the Province with financial support from the Branch. 
Financial assistance was also given to appearances in the Province by the 
Banff School of Fine Arts, the Folk Arts Council, the National Youth Orchestra, 
Sing-Out Edmonton, and the Jeunesse Musicales. Assistance was given to the 
Dnipro Choral Group of Edmonton to attend the Manitoba Festival. 


The Performing Arts tour program for 1970 consisted of 133 presen- 
tations attended by over 206,000 people. 
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Under The Fire Prevention Act the Fire Commissioner has the respon- 
sibility for the enforcement of all laws of the province and the regulations 
thereunder relating to fire prevention. His office directs and encourages 
fire prevention measures, instructs in fire protection methods, carries out 
investigations of incendiary and suspected incendiary fires, compiles fire 
loss statistics and conducts a public education program of fire prevention and 
fire protection.

The inspectors have continued the 
practice of encouraging and training local assistants in the conduct of their 
own inspection work. 


FIRE PREVENTION EDUCATION 


By means of lectures, film showings and demonstrations, the Fire 
Commissioner's office fostered fire prevention education at meetings which 
were arranged with local municipal groups. A number of new films were pur- 
chased to carry out these educational programs. The following table shows

Fire drills in schools, hospitals, theatres, institutions, dorm- 
itories and other buildings totalled 81. There were 19 demonstrations of 
first-aid fire fighting equipment and 22 demonstrations of evacuation pro- 
cedures were presented. 


The Fire Commissioner and his staff, with the co-operation of local 
fire departments, directed and promoted a vigorous Fire Prevention Week cam- 
paign. There were 45 Fire Prevention Week Reports collected by this office 
for entry in the competition. Successful results of the competition are 
indicated by one first-place winner, two third-place winners and _ twelve 
honourable mentions in the all Canadian Municipal Division. 


Publicity bulletins were prepared regularly for the news media in 
co-operation with the Publicity Bureau.

There were 46 charges laid against 36 persons (including 14 juv- 
eniles) for arson and allied offences and 35 convictions were obtained. Of 
a total of 23 juveniles involved in the setting of incendiary fires, 9 
were warned and not brought to court. Two Fire Inquiries were held under 
section 12 of The Fire Prevention Act. 


The Fire Commissioner acted as chairman of a Fire Crimes Commit- 
tee of the Association of Canadian Fire Marshals and Fire Commissioners. 
Reports are exchanged between the provinces and trends observed. 


FIRE INSTRUCTION

ALBERTA FIRE TRAINING SCHOOL 


This training program was continued in 1970 with 8 schools held at 
Vermilion and 165 persons in attendance. To date 203 fire departments have 
been represented at 59 schools with 1,393 persons taking instruction. 


PLAN CHECKING 


A total of 660 plans for hotels,hospitals, schools and other assem- 
bly buildings were checked. Recommendations as to changes to effect fire 
safety were initiated and followed up by correspondence. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Firemanship competitions were held at Alberta Hospital, Edmonton, 
Alix, Bashaw, Beaverlodge, Coleman, Drumheller, High River, Lethbridge, Olds, 
Red Deer, Sherwood Park, and Warner. A Provincial Competition was held in 
1970 involving winners from 7 district competitions. The competition was 
held at Lethbridge and was won by Sherwood Park, who were presented with the 
Fire Commissioner's Centennial Shield and a Murray Bedard Memorial Shield. 


Emergency Fire Services training and planning was continued under 
direction of the Fire Commissioner. During the year 11 municipal plans were 
approved and 3/7 others were prepared for municipal control committee approval. 
Other activities included lectures on emergency fire services, attendance at 
exercises, control of the movement of fire training pumpers and training 
assistance to fire chiefs. 


General support and guidance was given to municipal and county 
councils to organize rural fire protection. 


The Fire Commissioner and Deputy Fire Commissioner serve on commit- 
tees on various phases of fire prevention and fire protection as required. 


The Fire Commissioner attended the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Canadian Fire Marshals and Fire Commissioners at Winnipeg, Manitoba 
in, July of 1970. 

THE LIGHTNING ROD ACT 
There were five companies licensed to sell lightning rod materials 


in 1970. Licences were issued to 26 agents. There were 423 inspections of 
lightning rod installations during 1970.

The Table sets out the quantities of fuel oil sold to consumers in 
Alberta in the calendar year 1970. The gross revenue from fuel oil tax was 


$79, 759,491.66. 


In the year 1970, 42,561 applications were made pursuant to 
section 3a of The Fuel Oil Tax Act, 1968, for refunds of tax paid in respect 


of fuel oil used in farming operations, and $1,979,150.33 was refunded. 


1,207 convictions for offences under the Act were reported during 


1970, 229 more than in 1969 and the highest number since 1963. 
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The Provincial Secretary is the Keeper of the Seal of the Province, 
which seal is affixed to certain classes of documents that bear the signature 
of the Lieutenant Governor. 867 such documents were sealed in 1970, includ- 
ing Proclamations, warrants, commissions, certificates and writs. 

564 certificates of change of name were issued under The Change of 
Name. Act, 1961, in 1970. 594 certificates of authentication were issued by 


the Deputy Provincial Secretary authenticating the signatures and appointments 


of notaries: public, 
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INSURANCE BRANCH 


The office of the Superintendent of Insurance is charged with the 
responsibility of licensing companies, insurance agents and insurance adjust- 
ers in the Province, taxing insurance companies and generally regulating the 
business of insurance in Alberta as provided by The Alberta Insurance Act and 
The Insurance Corporations Tax Act. The Superintendent of Insurance is also 
the official responsible for the licensing and regulation of real estate 
agents and salesmen under The Real Estate Agents' Licensing Act. 


THE ALBERTA INSURANCE ACT 


Alberta Regulation 192/59 requires all applying for the first time 
for certificates of authority to act as insurance agents to qualify by exam- 
ination, except where the applicant's business will be confined to livestock, 
hail or disability insurance including sickness and accident insurance. The 
exemption of prospective life insurance agents was withdrawn with effect 
from riluly ast, 1970, Of the applicants for certificates to act as life 
agents, 32% failed to pass the examination or did mot write it, while in the 
case of other applicants 16% failed to pass the examination or failed towrite 
ote 


Qualification by examination under Alberta Regulation 244/63 is 
required of all new applicants for insurance adjusters' certificates of auth- 
ority. Of the total number of new applicants in 1970, 22% failed to pass 
the examination or failed to write it. 


Operations of the Superintendent's office are planned to work co- 
operatively with the other provinces of Canada to maintain uniformity in the 
enactment and the administration of insurance laws in all of the common law 
provinces of Canada. 


The 53rd Annual Conference of the Provincial Superintendents of 
Insurance was held at Winnipeg, Manitoba, in September, 1970, and was attended 
by the Deputy Superintendent of Insurance. 


Insurance premiums for all classes of insurance written in 1969 
were $230,491,610 as compared with $214,518,674 in 1968, an increase of 7.45%. 
Total life premiums, excluding fraternal, in 1969 were $95,860,876 as com- 
pared with $91,250,816 in 1968, an increase of 5,057.

Under the Act insurers licensed in Alberta, other than fraternal 
societies, are assessed a tax of 2% of their gross premiums receivable, 
excluding marine insurance and annuities and less dividends and return 
premiums. For the calendar year ending December 31, 1970, the tax col- 
Leeted was $4,305,315.79, an increase of 9.2% over the collection for the 
previous calendar year.

PREMIUMS WRITTEN 


To the 325 insurers licensed in Alberta in 1969, Albertans paid 
$230,491,610 in insurance premiums. This figure, compiled from the Annual 
Statements filed by the companies, represents an increase over the 1968 vol- 
ume of business of 7.45%. Based on the December 31, 1969, Alberta popu- 
lation of 1,576,549 (Department of Municipal Affairs), the per capita insur- 
ance premium in Alberta in 1969 was $146.20, am increase of 56.71 from the 
previous year. A comparison of premiums written for 1968 and 1969 follows:

It will be observed that in 1970 the Northern Auditorium accommodated 
approximately 45 more sessions but only 5,305 more patrons than in 1969, while 
during the same period, in the Southern Auditorium, the number of sessions de- 
creased by 241 and the attendance by 949, 
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The Advisory Board on Objectionable Publications was established 
ae cos 14 Its function has been to control, as far as possible, the sale 
of objectionable comics, tabloids and magazines in the Province and to 
foster a public awareness of the danger inherent in permitting young people 
to read unwholesome material. The Board has a working arrangement with 
wholesale distributors of magazines, comic books and tabloids whereby the 
distributors accept recommendations made by the Board and voluntarily 
refrain from distributing titles which the Board has deemed "objectionable". 

In 1970, the Board held three meetings at which 29 publications 
were reviewed. Many of these were re-submissions by publishers of titles 
that had been reviewed during the past ten years and which were considered 
"objectionable" at that time. 21, or 72%, of those reviewed were held to 
be objectionable.

The purposes of the Provincial Museum and Archives of Alberta 
are set out in The Alberta Heritage Act, passed at the 1970 Session of the 
Legislature, "to preserve and to promote appreciation and knowledge of the 
heritage. of Alberta’. To this end the institution collects and preserves 
artifacts, documents and specimens relating to Alberta human and natural 
history, marks historic sites, provides exhibits, educational and reference 
services and conducts research. In 1970, increased emphasis was on rele- 
vance to current social issues and co-ordination with government programs. 


In its third year of operation, there were 305,454 visitors 


(325346 more’ than 19609) of which’ 52,259 wereminyJuly.os The outstanding 
public response of previous years continued, with increased visits by 
leading authorities in other institutions planning new museums. Special 


appreciation should be recorded for the generosity of 396 donors of mater- 
ial for the collections and to the numerous volunteers who devoted many 
hours to field and laboratory work. 


A major survey of Alberta's museums was conducted, 86 were 
recorded, training and advisory services were expanded, direct assistance 
was given in display and accessioning, and grants were made to six local 
history publications and two local museums. 


ADMINISTRATION DIVISION 


This Division is responsible for general administration in the 
institution, including personnel, security, liaison with public works and 
cafeteria, and for bookshop operation. The bookshop is becoming widely 
recognized by the public, libraries and schools, asasource of publications 
on natural and human history. In 1970 there were 277 titles, and 2,470 
books and 6,445 museum publications were sold, as well asalarge volume of 
cards, slides, prints and souvenirs. Revenues from reproduction of archival 
material are also handled. Total bookshop revenue was $16,200. 


NATURAL HISTORY CURATORIAL DIVISION 


This Division undertakes field collection, preparing specimens, 
care of the collections, research, preparing themes and labels for exhibits 
and writing of publications, as well as the preparation of habitat groups. 


Field work proceeded in many parts of the province, and the 
collections have been increased by some 4,145 specimens in geology (includ- 
ing amajor purchase of the outstanding Delp mineral collection, 250 specimens 
in paleontology, 1,400 specimens in botany, and 741 specimens in zoology.

Exhibit activity continued with completion of a new geology 
planning of a new zoology gallery and photograph gallery, and installation 
of feature exhibits. The second habitat group depicting a Moose in the 
Swan Hills area was completed and several other habitat groups advanced. 


The first in the new Museum and Archives Notes publications was 
written, and 30 subject Reference Lists of natural history bibliographic 
information were published. 


HUMAN HISTORY CURATORIAL DIVISION 


This Division is responsible for programs in Archaeology, 
Ethnology, History and Historic Sites. It assembles and records collections 
of artifacts, undertakes restoration, provides the interpretive content of 
exhibitions, conducts research and prepares publications. 


Archaeological work in four historic sites and two prehistoric 


sites resulted in the recovery of over 1,000 artifacts. In Ethnology, 411 
items were received, most of them being collected directly from Alberta 
Indians. In History, 1,298 artifacts were added to the collections. 


Outstanding among the items received were collections of early harnessmaker's 
tools and electrical artifacts. 


Work on exhibits included completion of two Indian and one 
History gallery. Restoration of artifacts for exhibition and the reserve 
collections continued. Detailed planning of three further galleries also 
advanced. Data on Alberta Indians was recorded on tape and film. 


In Historic sites, surveys of early sites were carried out along 
the Athabasca River from Fort McMurray to Fort Chipewyan and along the Peace 
River from Dunvegan to Wood Buffalo Park. Forty sites were examined and 
recorded. An Inventory of historic buildings was commenced in co-operation 
with the National and Historic Parks Branch, and approximately /00 structures 
were recorded in Edmonton and Calgary.

PROVINCIAL ARCHIVES DIVISION 


The Provincial Archives collects, preserves, exhibits and pro- 
vides information and reference services, through a wide variety of docu- 
mentary materials on Alberta history. 


Sixteen hundred linear feet of material were received in 479 
accessions, of which 133 were from government departments and agencies; 
1,003 microfilms and 167 audiotapes were acquired, aswellas maps, private 
papers and photographs. A folk music tape recording program was commenced.

The Provincial Archives Act was repealed in19/70, but the Public 
Documents Committee was continued by The Public Documents Act, passed at 
the 1970 Session of the Legislature. The Committee met once and 53 recom- 
mendations for the disposition of records were made, 26 being recommenda- 
tions for transfer to the Archives. 


The Archives Reference Room register showed 1,086 users, and 
there were 104 applications for use of research facilities. Forty inven- 
tories were completed; 2,500 prints from the Brown and Pollard photo col- 
lections were placed in subject files and another 2,500 arranged in new 
numerical order. There were several feature exhibits in the Archives 
Gallery and changes were made in the theme display. 


EXHIBIT PRODUCTION DIVISION 


The design, artwork, fabrication and installationof long tern, 
feature and loan exhibits is under this Division, which also produces 
illustrations for publications and the exhibits. 


On the ground floor, the Orientation Gallery saw the second 
major bronze sculptural work, The Pronghorns, completed and work approach- 
ing completion on a large central bronze interpretive frieze, In the 
Indian Exhibit area, two new galleries were completed = Blackfoot Indian 
Religion and Ceremony, and Indian Transportation. On the second floor, 
the Natural History area included a spectacular new gallery on geology, 
while the entire Life Science section was re-arranged. In the History 
area anew gallery on Leisure was produced.

Detailed planning proceeded on several future galleries and at 
year end the Mammals Gallery planning was completed, Indian Recreation was 
advanced, and a Home Heating and a Natural History photo exhibit were well 
into production, Other exhibits included 18 short term feature cases, 
3 feature exhibitions in co-operation with local groups, 6 travelling ex- 
hibitions from the Glenbow-Alberta Institute, Smithsonian Institution and 
Cranbrook Institute of Science, and one historical photographic display 
used in downtown Edmonton and Calgary department stores. 


EXTENSION DIVISION 


The Extension Division provides a wide variety of educational 
and informational services to the public. 


Curriculum and subject oriented guided gallery programs were 
presented to 30,450 school children in 600 groups from all parts of Alberta. 
Programs included combinations of gallery tours, films, lectures, slides 
and the use of tactile aids. In addition, 9,008 people in 311 adult and 
junior groups visited. 


Information services included the publication of 30 Information 
Bulletins, as well as considerable publicity through radio, television and 
newspapers, and leaflet distribution to tourists outlets. Several manu- 
scripts on popular topics were prepared for publication. A new attractive 
publication program commenced - the first two of Museum and Archives Notes 
were printed, and five more were completed ready for printing. 


Two special openings of new galleries were presented and atten- 
ded by a total of 566 guests. Three special theme days were featured with 
the opening of working areas to the public in Archives, Human History, and 
Natural History. Special in-depth natural and human history programs were 
presented to children during the summer months in addition tothe tour, slide 
and demonstration programs for the general public in the galleries. A 
total of 18,061 visitors viewed the institution's 218 film showings in the 
auditorium, Four societies directly related to the museum field met reg- 
ularly inthe museum lecture roomor auditorium, and several other societies 
met irregularly during the year.

GOVERNMENT ENTERTAINMENT 


Government hospitality in the form of a luncheon or dinner was 
provided to 99 national or international conventions and meetings held in 
the Province in 1970. This is a decrease from the 118 functions arranged 
Eig ine Ges Hane 


Various luncheons and dinners were arranged for Government spon- 
sored meetings and for visitors during 1970. Important visitors enter- 
tained included Her Excellency Angie Elizabeth Brooks, President 24th Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations, the Ambassadors of the U.S.S.R., 
United Arab Republic, Japan, Israel and Spain, and the High Commissioner 
for Nigeria. Other functions included the Government Achievement Awards 
Dinner, luncheons for the Imperial and National Defence Colleges and a 
reception for visiting Japanese businessmen. 


GOVERNMENT INFORMATION TELEPHONE SERVICE 


This service is located at the Information Counter in the foyer 
of the Legislative Building, Edmonton, and in the John J. Bowlen Building 
in Calgary. An average of 250 calls per day are received in Edmonton and 
150 calls per day in Calgary. 


LEGISLATIVE BUILDING TOURS 


Guided tours of the Legislative Building are available daily 
throughout the year. 388 special tours were arranged for school and other 
youth groups during 1970 and for 90 other groups. 46,682 visitors were 
recorded during the year. This continues to be a popular stop with tour- 
ists and other visitors to the city. 


OTHER SERVICES 


The Branch distributes descriptive and informative literature 
by mail and at the Information Counter in the Legislative Building. This 
literature is made available also to outeof-province visitors at conven- 
tions and meetings. 


246 Provincial Crests were provided to individuals and teams 
representing the Province in National Sports competitions. 


During 1970, 816 Fiftieth Wedding Anniversary certificates and 
141 Sixtieth Wedding Anniversary certificates were prepared and distrib- 
uted, 


Many queries relating to the Flag of Alberta and the Provincial 
Crest were received during the year as well as requests for assistance in 
matters of protocol, 500 desk size Provincial Flags and 18 Flags of 
Alberta of assorted sizes were made available to various organizations.

-The Geographic Board of Alberta was appointed by Order in Council 


No. 254/46 and is regulated by The Geographic Names Act. The reports for 
the years 1946 to 1958 inclusive appeared in the Second to the Fourteenth 
Annual Reports of the Department of Economic Affairs. Since 1959 the report 


has appeared as an appendix to the Annual Report of the Provincial Secretary. 
NATURE OF DUTIES OF THE BOARD 


The duties of the Board include the collection, recording, colla- 
ting and verification of information covering names of geographic features 
in Alberta, in collaboration with government departments and corporate bodies 
and individuals concerned with the selection of place names. The Board 
collaborates with the Canadian Permanent Committee on Geographical Names 
in Ottawa on the choice of suitable names, the elimination of undesirable, 
duplicate and alternate names and the verification (and correct spelling) and 
application of all existing names. 


ACTIVITIES 


The main task, as in 1969, has been the verification of existing 
names. Further work has also been done on the rescinding of names of old 
post offices, some of which have been closed for many years. The closure of 
these post offices has been brought about by the movement of people away from 
small places, which has been going on for the last twenty-five years. The 
names of these places have been retained for gazetteer purposes only but will 
not appear on the maps. The names often might have a local or historical 
significance and as long as this remains they must be recorded in the gazet- 
teer.

The Secretary has received requests sent onby the secretary of the 
Canadian Permanent Committee in Ottawa from an author in the United States 
who is apparently engaged in the revision of a well-known work on the Rockies. 
He has requested approval of names of features given many years ago but never 
approved and has also suggested new names, most of which have very little 
significance to Canada or to the area of the Rockies. Many have been rejected 
as unsuitable and the features either left unnamed or alternative names 
suggested. 


The Secretary attended the annual meeting of the Canadian Permanent 
Committee on Geographical Names in Ottawa, in October. The most significant 
item discussed was the matter of naming suburban communities, urban sub= 
divisions, bridges and railroads. The general consensus of the members 
was that the Committee should not become involved in the selection of these 
names, particularly those of sub=-divisions, streets and bridges. There was 
a suggestion, however, that Indian Reserve names could be recorded. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


The Board wishes to thank the Mapping Office of the Surveys Branch 
of the Department of Highways and Transport for its assistance in checking 
maps and compiling names lists for approval and ultimate endorsation by Ottawa.
